meeting of the In Ion of British 
Columbia Municipalities by 
Vancouver’s unwillingness la 
take that step. Mayor David 
Lwinlni told lb.' City Council 
In reporting on the session it 
yesterday evening’s council meet¬ 
ing. 

The Terminal City had been afraid 
of rioting if that path were followed, 
he stated, before explaining the new 
resolutions which had been brought 
in. 

He spoke briefly of an interview he 
and R. R. F. Sewell, secretary of the 
municipal union, had had with 
Premier Pattullo and outlined the 
press statement the premier had 
shown him.

Memories of a hanging which he 
witnessed & Victoria forty years ago 
were recalled for H. C. Williams.

A two-column article gives full de¬ 
tails of tbs hanging ceremony, tell¬ 
ing how the murderer behaved the 
day before he went to death, how ha 
mounted the scaffold and made a 
speech before the trap was pulled. 
According to the article the mur¬ 
derer. in a clear, strong voice, an¬ 
nounced to the audience, "I can only 
say this much. I'm very thankful 
to everybody for the kindness they 
have shown me. No one need have 
no Tear but you’re hanging a guilty 
man. I didn’t hold no grudge against 
nobody. I hope to meet you all in 
the better land. I wish you all good¬ 
bye. That's all I have to say." 

How the hangman placed the pri¬ 
soner on the centre of the trap and 
strapped his legs together and how 
the audience reacted la all told in 
detail in the story of an execution 
in the days when tickets were eagerly 
sought for such occasions in Vic- 


With a view to promoting good¬

In addition to references to Aus¬ 
tralian history, resources, and de¬ 
velopment generally, some reference 
must be made in the eesay to the re¬ 
lations of Canada and Australia. At 
least one Australian product used In 
the homes of Canadian people and 
one Canadian product used In the 
homes of Australians must be men¬ 
tioned In the essay. 

Students writing essays must hsve 
been bona fide students at Canadian 
schools during at least three years 
prior to the date of the writing of 
the eeaay and at the time of writing 
must be a regularly enrolled pupil of 
a Canadian high school or collegiate 
Institute, or equivalent educational 
institution. 

The essay nhist be written In the 
classroom, but may be spread over 
more than one dav at the judgment 
of the teacher. It should indicate 
the full name, address and date of 
birth of the student. The writing 
of the essay must be the personal 
work or the student and should not 
be blind copying from any books or 
pamphlets, although there is no ob¬ 
jection to access to works of- refer¬ 
ence. 

It is stipulated that any high 
school (or equivalent institution) 
participating In this competition 
must arrange for at least twenty es¬ 
says on Australia to be written by its 
•tadtnte. The principal of each 
school will determine the best es¬ 
say in his school and forward the 
same to the Deputy Minister of Edu¬ 
cation in hie province, so as to reach 
the deputy minister not later than 
December 16. 1B34. Each essay so 
forwarded must be accompanied by 
a certification of the principal of the 
educational institution concerned, 
to th« effect: That such best essay in 
hie institution la the original, un¬ 
aided. and personal work of the stu¬ 
dent. that In the principal's belief 
the age of the student concerned Is 
correctIv stated on the essay, and 
that at least twenty assays' were 
written by students in the Institu-

The volume of merchant ton¬ 
nage under construction In the 
shipyards of the world on Sep¬ 
tember 30 thU year was 1,111,- 
387 tons, according to the 
quarterly report of Lloyd's 
Registry of Shipping.

This repre¬ 
sents an Increase of 93.057 tons 
over the previous quarter, and 
more than 300,000 tons over the 
same quarter of 1933.
